Gentlemen  : — The  following  subjects  have  presented  them 
^  us  as  important,  and  are  submitted  to  your  consideration. 

By  a  report  of  the  4th  of  October,  from  Messieurs  Porte 
McClean,  we  are  informed,  that  the  business  upou  which  thejf 
employed  is  now  finished,  and  that  the  Western  line  of  this 
extends  some  distance  into  Lake  Erie. 

The  advantages  which  may  result  to  the  public  from  this  ei 
stance,  if  well  understood  and  properly  improved, .  have  led 
suggest  tie  expediency  of  siting  off  and  reserving  to  the  i 
this  Commonwealth  a  tract  of  land,  of  such  sbiape  and  dimei 
as  shall  take  in  all  those  parts  of  the  Lake  falling  within  ourl 
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Bja  lair  passed  on  the  16bh  day  of  Septembolr,  1785,  the  TOth  day 
of  April  next  has  been  mude  tho  period  for  coropleating  all  titles  to 
Uodfl  held  by  location,  or  other  office  right,  obtained  before  tho 
liOth  day  of  September,  177(>,  and  yet  remaining  unpatented.     On 
this  ire  would  state  our  information,  that  the  indulgence  offered  by 
tkia  law  has  been  seldom  used,  and  our  belief,  that  notwithstand- 
ing the  wishes  of  the  people  to  accommodate,  it  will,  cFentually, 
meet  with  but  little  compliance.      Should  the  penal  part  of  it  bo 
strictly  observed,  it  is  hard  to  say  what  evils  it  might  originate,  or 
where  they  would  cease.     The  presumption  is,  that  they  wottld  be 
Binj  and  extensive  ;  and,  in  this  event,  we  need  scarcely  suggest 
how  much  safer  and  better  it  would  be  to  alter  the  law,  than  to  risl^ 
the  experiment.      Another  objection  to  the  law,  as  it  now  standsi 
will  arise  from  the  mode  prescribed  for  its  execution.    By  reference 
to  an  Act  of  Assembly  passed  the  .9th  day  of  April,  1781,  the 
Land  Officers  are  directed  to  make  out  and  transmit  ^*to  tho  respec- 
tife  County  Commissioners,  list  of  delinquents  for  purchase  money 
ttd  interest,  or  arrearages  of  purchase  money  and  in  teres  t,  in  their 
counties,  respectively,  upon  which  lists  the  Commissioners  are  re- 
quired to   issue  their  Warrants  of  Sule,  &ca.  ;*'  but  from  a  view 
rf  the  Land  Office   books,  it  appears  that  all  accounts  are  in  the 
umes  df  the  original  warrantees,  who  in  many  instances  are  dead, 
ud  who  in  others  have  transferred  the  property,  whence  it  must 
follow  that  these  lists  cannot  be  made  a  directory  for  the  processes 
to  be  instituted.     Under  these  circumstances,  two  expedients  offer, 
which  in  our  opinion,  obviate  all  objection,  and  make  compliance 
casj.    The  first  of  these  is,«to  extend  the  term  given  for  compleat- 
i^  titles;  the  other,  to  make  all   funded  certificates  of   tho  State 
fMeiveable  at  the  Land  Office,  for  every  description  of  debt  due 
therein.  To  the  former  no  objection  has  occurred,  and  to  the  latter 
*ich  only  as  may  bo  drawn  from  the  law  entituled  '<  An  Act  for 
toitting  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  pounds,  &ca. ;"  and 
which  may  be  easily  and  fairly  removed  by  commuting  the  fund. 
To  this,  wo  would  only  add^  that  we  cannot  enter  into  cither  the 
JQatice  or  policy  of  keeping  a  resource  of  so  much  promise  as  the 
vrearagea  are  stated  to  be,  exclusively  charged  with  the  redemption 
^  a  sum  which  does  not,  in  fact,  amount  to  more  than  sixty-five

This  failure  we  attribute  to  the  high  and  very  unequal  priee 
ietopon  the  land.  To  liberate  this  fund,  therefore,  from  its  present 
iuctivity,  and  make  it  as  productive  as  we  had  originally  expected, 
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"Wt  thinic  it  only  necessary  that  the  price  of  the  land  bo  lowers 
The  nearer  it  can  be  brought  to  that  of  the  old  purchase  tl 
better.

And  it  certaislj 
ooa(d  not  be  the  intent  of  the  Legislature  to  make  these  wamatf 
pl^ble  out  of  the  monies  set  apart  and  fixed  for  the  Judge's  sthp 
ries,  which  would  be  a  violation  of  the  constitution,  as  appears  by 
a  Legislative  declaration  ;  nor  out  of  the  monies  allotted  speciallj

execution  the  laws  of  the  8tate,  to  the  full  extent  of  its  boundaries, 
and  purpose  to  send  immediately  into  that  county  a  force  sufficient. 
to  support  the  public  officers  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective 
functions  against  all  opposers,  who,  if  they  persist  in  their  evil 
practices,  are  to  expect  no  further  favor.  *

of  the  HoDorable  John  Baird,  Abraham  Smith  and  John  Smilic, 
members  of  Couuell,  and  of  James  M^I^cue,  James  M'CalmoQt, 
William  Findlej  and  John  Piper,  Esquires,  members  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth,  who  were  there  asleep,  within 
the  same  dwelling :

Greut  mistakes  have  been  »itnniittcd  by  the  Orphans'  Courts  of 
the  diiTereiit  counties  of  this  Scute,  respectiri;;  pensions,  particu- 
larly in  piovidi'jg  for  the  support  of  the  widuw.s  and  orphans  of 
militiii  men  who  t\l\  in  tho  Ijti;  war;  this  power  in  the  opinion  of 
Council  ought  to  lie  lodged  in  more  proper  h^udn,  and  its  decisions 
thereby  rondcrtd  more  uuitorni. 

The  coutiuual  duprcciation  of  our  paper  money  merits  tho  most 
serious  uttentiou  of  your  ILinorable  Elciusj.  This  circumstance 
alone  diflusos  languor  and  einbarra.s.sment  through  tho  whole  exeo- 
ntive  department  of  OoviTumeut.  Cloutracts  cannot  be  compleatcd 
lor  the  making  of  roads,  or  any  othtT  ])ublic  business,  without 
2ither  risquing  tho  honor  of  Government  or  acting  on  an  implied 
depreciation  of  money,  situations  equally  irivsome  and  ineligible. 
We  cannot  help  suggesting  tho  propriety  of  more  speedily  destroy- 
ing as  much  of  it  ah  is  in  the  power  uf  tho  treasury. 

The  time  limited  by  law  for  cnmpleating  titles  for  lands  held 
under  oflice  rights,  obtained  befuro  the  tenth  day  of  December, 
1770,  expires  on  tho  t«:iith  day  of  April  next.  We  are  of  opinion 
that  the  extonsiun  of  that  pcriud  is  necessary. 

The  benetirs  expev;ted  from  tho  peiuil  laws,  having  not  equalled 
the  benevolent  wishes  of  its  friends  and  framers«,  we  recommend 
sach  alterations  to  be  made  in  it  as  shall  bo  calculated  to  render 
punishment  a  means  of  reformation,  and  the  labour  of  criminals  of 
profit  to  the  State.  Lato  experiments  in  Europe  have  demonstrated 
that  those  advantages  are  only  to  be  obtained  by  temperance  and 
solitude  of  labour. 

Tho  act  entitled  "An  Act  appointing  Wardens  for  the  port  of 
Philadelphia,  &ea.,"  passed  the  twenty -sixth  day  of  February, 
1773,  having  by  exporieuco  been  found  useful,  and  being  on  the 
point  of  expirinj^,  we  recommend  an  immeJiate  renewal  of  the 
&anio  for  a  further  term,  with  such  imj>rovements  as  may  occur 
to  you. 

We  again  recommend  to  tho  notice  of  yf^:ur  Honorable  ITouse  the 
resolution  of  Ctmgresn  passed  31areh  the  twonfy-first,  17S7,  and 
beg  l*.*ave  to  sug^ost  the  proprit^ty  of  parsing  a  declaratory  act,  to 
answer  the  end  intended  by  the  said  resi)lution.

We,  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  whose  names  are  under- 
written, report : — That  we  have  read  and  considered  the  letters 
from  Colonel  Timothy  Pickering  to  Council,  together  with  the 
MTeral  papers  accompanying  it,  and  thereupon  beg  leave  to  recom- 
mend that  the  outrageous  assault,  battery  and  imprisonment  of 
Colonel  Pickering,  be  prosecuted  as  a  riot ;  it  is  certainly  one  of  a 
most  audacious  and  atrocious  nature ;  but  as  the  punishment  for 
SQoh  an  offence  will  not  extend  to  life  or  member,  a  conviction  of 
the  offenders,  in  the  present  unsettled  condition  of  the  county  of 
LiVEerne,  may  be  attained  with  more  facility,  and  thereby  the  honor 
of  the  Government  preserved  and  justice  in  a  degree  obtained.  To 
accomplish  this  end^  it  may  bo  most  proper  for  the  Attorney  Gene- 
ral to  prepare  a  bill  of  indictment  himself,  inserting  all  the  riotous 
acts  and  uggravating  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  to  have  it  pre- 
sented to  the  grand  jury  for  Luzerne  county  at  the  next  Court  of 
General  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace.  If  it  shall  be  found  by 
them  a  true  bill,  of  which  we  conceive  there  can  be  but  little  doubt, 
we  would  advise  the  indictment  to  bo  removed  by  certiorari  into 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  to  be  tried  at  the  next  Court  of  Nisi  Prius 
for  that  county.

present  knowledge  of  it. 

The  Supreme  Ezecutive  Council  are  very  sensible  of  the  great 
difficulties  which  you  progress  in  this  business,  must  be  attended 
with  not  having  the  monies  necessary  for  this  service  in  your  pre- 
sent disposal,  nor  would  the  Board  by  any  means  have  imposed  the 
task  under  such  a  circumstance,  had  it  not  been  on  account  of  the 
advantage  which  will  probably  result  from  the  present  Convention 
of  these  Indians  at  Muskingum,  or  perhaps  the  advantage  of  find- 
ing them  at  Pittsburgh  on  their  way  to  their  own  country,  might 
1)6  a  more  favorable  place,  so  that  you  will  have  either  in  your 
power. 

The  Board  have  great  reliance  on  your  prudence,  sagacity  and 
partienlar  knowledge  of  these  people,  as  well  as  a  proper  knowledge 
of  their  present  disposition  from  the  Continental  transactions,  which 
ODO  of  you  have  or  aro  now  especially  conversant  with.  If  therefore, 
joa  shall  find  the  Indians  who  have  just  claims  in  a  proper  temper 
or  otherwise,  you  will  be  governed  accordingly,  whether  to  com- 
mence the  business  at  present  or  leave  it  over  until  you  shall  have 
prospects  more  favorable ;  it  is,  however,  hoped  that  you  may  be 
mble  to  dispose  the  minds  of  these  people,  at  least  to  appoint  dele- 
gates to  meet  at  a  certain  future  day  and  place,  to  finish  what  you 
have  happily  now  begin.

Agreably  to  the  minute  of  this  Board  of  the  fourteenth  of  No- 
vember, 1787,  which  declares  that  the  Secretary  of  Council  skill 
be  appointed  annually  on  the  eighth  day  after  the  clectioa  of 
President  and  Vice  President,  the  Board  proceeded  to  the  eleetioB 
of  that  officer;  and  up^n  motion,  Charles  Biddle,  Esquire,  wis 
unanimously  re-appointed. 

Council  then  unaaimously  recommended  it  to  the  Secretary  to 
employ  James  Trimble  hs  Apsistant  Secretary. 

A  draft  of  a  message  being  preprared,  was  presented  to  Coonetl, 
and  read  as  follows,  vizt : 

•5  Message  from  the  President  and  Supreme  Execulioe  CouncU 

'    to  the  Gen'  ral  Assembly^ : 

Gentlemen  : — We  are  happy  in  the  belief  that  the  affairs  of  tfct 
State  and  the  prospects  of  the  Union,  affords  jnst  fmndation  to 
address  the  Legislature  in  terms  of  congratulation.  The  principil 
difficnlties  which  obstructed  the  adoption  of  the  Foederal  "Constitt* 
tioD,  have  been  \iap^\5  o^^T^^oui^ — \.\i^  \it^Vidice  and  anspicioi 
tb$t  are  awakened  \y^  \.\ke  %.^^^«nci^^  ^  ^^^\.  ^^•^t!^>\«:^\mq^ 
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gradaallj  lulled,  and  we  can  do  loDger  doubt  that  all  those  States 
which  huve  been  succeasfullj  allied  to  obtain  tho  iuddpeodance  of 
America,  will  again  be  united  in  that  best  means  of  giving  streogthi 
<^gDitj,  and  stability  to  the  national  character. 

Nor  can  it  bo  deemed  visiouarj  or  unreasonable  to  ascribe  to  the 
influence  of  the  new  government  the  liberal  attention  and  encour- 
agement which  of  late  have  been  bcstowod  upon  domestic  arts  and 
manufactures,  the  spirit  of  industry  and  economy  that  has  spread 
itself  through  every  order  of  society,  and  the  perfect  amity  which 
subsists  at  this  period  amongst  tho  inhabitants  of  the  several 
Stat€s. 

From  the  same  source  that  has  thus  revived  the  hope  of  internal 
order  and  happiness,  we  cannot  fail  to  derive  the  respect  and  confi- 
dence of  foreign  nations.  For  in  the  great  intercourse  of  indepen- 
dant  countries,  the  proper  title  to  reciprocal  advantage,  is  the 
power  each  enjoys  of  protecting  its  own  commerce,  and  the  dispo- 
sition whieli  each  evinces  to  maintain  its  own  credit.  Experience 
ha*)  demonstrated  the  inconveniences  of  a  government  in  which  that 
power  does  not  reside,  and  has  taught  us  to  believe  that  a  more 
happy  effect  will  naturally  flow  from  a  government  differently  con- 
stituted, and  while  the  sovereignties  of  iCurope  are  suffering  all  the 
calamities  of  an  extensive  war,  it  must  yield  a  laudable  satisfaction 
to  every  patriotic  mind  that  we  enjoy  tho  profitable  opportunity  of 
improving  the  great  advantages  that  lie  before  us. 

Impressed  with  these  seutimnts,  wo  are  ready  to  declare  that 
in  every  act  that  can  promote  the  welfare  uf  tho  Union,  or  tho  in- 
terests of  tbis  State,  we  shall,  in  the  manner  most  beneficial  to  the 
public,  most  chrerfully  exercise  that  jurisdiction  which  the  Consti- 
tution bus  confided  to  us,  and  as  wo  shall  be  solicitous  on  every  oc- 
casion to  concur  in  the  designs,  and  to  advance  the  intentions  of 
the  Legiuluture.  Wo  trust  that  the  harmony  of  our  proceedings 
will  produce  an  additional  confidence  in  our  constituents,  and  a 
proper  energy  to  the  administration  of  the  public  affairs. 

Gentlemen  : — It  may  be  necessary  to  make  provision  by  law  for 
the  appointment  of  persons  to  discharge  the  duties  of  Sheriff,  in 
oases  of  contested  elections,  in  which  it  may  not  be  expedient  for 
the  Executive  immediately  to  decide,  and  in  which  the  former 
Sheriff,  who  have  been  in  office  three  years,  cannot  constitutionally 
aet.  / 

The  tax  laws  should,  in  our  opinion,  be  revised.  The  assess- 
ments of  the  public  taxes  are  in  many  instances  unequal,  and  their 
collection  gencrallly  expensive,  uncertain,  and  dilatory. 

The  following  reservations  should,  in  the  opinion  of  Council,  be 
made  for  tho  Commonwealth,  vizt : 

First.  Presque  Ule,  formed  by  Ijake  Erie.  Second.  Le  Bcuf, 
at  the  head  of  the  navigation  of  French  creek;  and  Third.  The 
lands  adjacent  to  the  mouth  of  Conewango,  in  the  county  of  Alle- 
gany. 
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The  CommiBsioDcrs  appointed  by  virtue  of  the  act  intitoled  ^'Ai 
Act  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand  "pounds  of  the  piiUie 
monies  to  the  laying  out  and  making  of  an  highway  from  tke 
western  parts  of  Cumberland  county  to  the  town  of  Pittsburgh, tad 
to  authorize  the  President  in  Council  to  appoint  Commii^aioQen  to 
lay  out  of  the  same,  have  laid  out  the  said  road,  which  road  we 
have  conBrmed  as  far  as  the  town  of  Bedford.  We  thii^  a  review 
of  that  part  which  lies  westwara  of  the  town  of  Bedford  absolntdj 
DeocsMiry,  but  us  the  money  appropriated  for  the  laying  out  ud 
oompleadng  the  said  road  is  nearly  expended,  we  cannot  proceed  in 
the  review  without  further  directions  and  aid  of  the  Legiblatare. 

We  suggest  to  the  Legislature  the  propriety  of  directing  engrfv- 
ings  of  the  boundary  lines  of  the  State,  and  the  publication  of  the 
reports  of  the  several  Commissioners  who  compleated  those  lioes. 

We  have  not  observed  in  the  printed  Journals  of  the  late  Hon^e 
that  any  order  hath  been  taken  on  Ae  recommendation  of  Congreas 
with  respect  to  convicts  imported  into  the  States  from  British  do- 
minions, which  recommendation  was  laid  before  that  House  bj 
Council. 

We  transmit  herewith  two  letters  from  the  Secretary  of  Con- 

gress,  of  the  twenty-eighth  of  July,  1785,  and  twenry-second  of 
ctobcr,  1788,  in  which  Council  are  requested  to  supply  him  with 
thirteen  copies  of  the  laws  of  the  Commonwcaltli.

Council  took  into  consideration  the  following  opinion  of  Chief 
Justice  M*Kcan,  Judge  Bryan  and  William  Bradford,  Junior,  At- 
torney General. 

December  9th,  1788. 

Gentlemen  :— The  ease  of  Jacob  Dryer,  upon  which  yon  were 
instructed  by  the  Supreme  Evecutive  Council  to  consult  us,  ap- 
pears to  be  as  follows  : 

Jacob  Dryer  being  attainted  of  Burglary,  reoeiTed  a  charter  of 
pardon  signed  by  the  President  in  Cottneil,  and  under  the  Stale 
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etel,  reciting  his  attainder,  and  containing  t  oondition  of  hia  \mmg 
the  United  Sti^tes  in  thirty  days  not  to  retam«  **  that  mboit  Uk 
same  time  an  entry  was  made  on  the  minatea  of  Conncil,  ia  the 
following  words." 

In  Counoili  November  ISth,  1787. 

Upon  the  petition  of  the  parents  and  frieods  of  Jacob  Dryer, 
now  confined  in  the  Jail  of  this  city,  under  sentence  of  death,  pray* 
ing  a  pardon,  and  also  a  respectable  reoonimendatioD, 

Orderedf  That  the  said  Jacob  Dryer,  be  and  he  hereby  u  fu- 
doncd. 

The  said  Jacob  Dryer  having  broken  the  condition  annexed  to 
the  said  charter  of  pardon,  was  afterwards  arrested  and  broogiit 
before  the  Supreme  Court,  whereupon  the  record  of  his  attsioder 
being  read,  and  a  suggestion  filed  by  the  Attorney  General,  he  vu 
asked  what  he  had  to  say  why. execution  of  the  sentence  of  death 
should  not  be  awarded  against  him,  and  Counsel  being  retained 
and  time  given  to  prepare  an  answer  he  shewed  no  cause  to  the 
Court,  and  execution  was  awarded  accordingly. 

We  uoderstand  that  some  doubts  have  arisen,  concerning  the 
effects  of  the  said  entry  on  the  minutes  of  Council,  whether  the 
same  does  not  operate  as  an  absolute  pardon,  and  whether  Coaaeil 
can  now  legally  issue  a  warrant  for  the  execution  of  the  said  Jieob 
Dryer. 

We  are  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  said  entry  in  the  minutes  of 
Council,  can  have  no  legal  operation  upon  the  attainder  of  the  pris- 
oner. We  conceive  that  no  pardon  of  an  attainder  can  be  good, 
unless  it  be  under  the  State  seal ;  and  that  the  Supreme  Executire 
Council  cannot  legally  exercise  this  prerogative  in  any  other  mode 
than  that.  It  is  a  charter  under  the  seal  that  the  prisoner  miut 
plead  in  bar,  and  no  entry  on  the  minutes  of  Council  can  reverse  or 
annul  bis  attainder,  if  it  should  be  made  manifest  to  Council  that 
%  mistake  crept  into  the  charter  of  pardoq  ])j  inserting  a  conditioa 
when  it  was  intended  to  be  absolute,  this  can  only  be  rectified  by 
granting  a  new  pardon,  and  until  this  be  granted,  the  party  will 
remain  attainted  and  liable  to  execution. 

Wo  would  farther  observe  upon  this  subject,  that  if  a  party 
would  take  advantage  of  a  pardon  granted  to  him  by  Coancil,  the 
laws  furnish  him  with  an  opportunity  of  doing  this  when  he  is 
brought  before  the  Court.  He  may  wave  the  benefit  of  it  if  he 
pleases,  and  if  he  will  not  plead  it,  and  produce  it  for  the  Court  to 
examine  and  determine  upon,  he  loses  the  advantage  of  it  and  can- 
not legally  avail  himself  of  it  in  any  other  plaoe.  By  the  raeofd 
transmitted  to  Council,  it  appears  that  the  said  Jacob  Dryer  bid 
this  opportunity  afforded  him,  and  that  there  were  no  legal  objec- 
tions  against  the  award  of  execfation. 
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.  We,  therefore,  caDnot  entertain  any  doubt  upon  this  point,  and 
arc  of  opinion  that  Coaiicil  may  legally  issue  a  warrant  for  the  exc- 
eation  of  the  prisoner,  if  they  think  the  public  good  requires  it.

The  following'  orders  were  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer,  vizt : 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  William  Maclay,  Esquire,  for  Ofty- 
ftye  pounds  six  shillings  and  four  pence,  being  the  amount  of  his 
account  for  surveying  sixteen  tracts  of  land,  on  warrants  issued 
from  the  Land  office  to  the  Trustees  of  Franklin  College,  agreeably 
to  act  of  Assembly  dated  tbe  tenth  day  of  March,  1787,  and  for 
sundry  expences,  according  to  tbe  Comptroller  GeneraFs  report. 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  John  Cannon,  Esquire,  for  thirty* 
four  pounds  ten  shillings,  in  full  of  his  account  for  attendance  in 
Council  from  the  tiventy-fourth  of  December,  1788,  to  February 
the  seventh,  1789>  inclusively. 

A  letter  from  Thomas  Scott,  Esquire,  elected  one  of  the  Repre- 
sentatives df  this  State  in  the  Congress  of  tbe  United  States,  sig- 
nifying his  wish  to  resign  the  said  office,  was  received  and  read,  and 
an  order  taken  that  the  same  be  transmitted  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly. 

Mr.  Moore  and  Mr*.  Phillips,  a  Committee  from  the  General  As- 
sembly, attending,  were  introduced,  and  informed  Council  that  the 
General  Assembly  was  now  met,  and  were  ready  to  receive  any 
basiness  Council  might  have  to  lay  before  them.  The  Committee 
were  informed  tbat  a  message  to  the  House  was  preparing,  and 
should  be  transmitted  to-morrow,  acTompanycd  by  several  other 
papers. 

Upon  consideration  of  a  petition  from  Robert  Morris,  Thomas 
Fitssimmons,  and  Joseph  Ball,  assignees  of  Lacase  and  Mallet, 
praying  Council  to  direct  the  Attorney  General  to  appear  in  tbe 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  defend 
Khe  right  which  is  vested  in  them  under  tbe  Commonwealth  to  oer- 
bain  messuages  and  lots  of  ground,  late  of  Samuel  Shoemaker,  for- 
feited to  the  State  by  his  attainder  of  high  treason, 

Ruolvedj  That  tbe  Attorney  General  be  authorized  ari3  rnstmei- 
^  to  appear  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  defend  the  right  aforesaid. 
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fhe  Council  met.

The  following  draft  of  a  message  to  the  Geoeral  AssemUj  m 
laid  before  Council;  read  and  approved,  vixt : 

A  Meuageffom  the  President  and  the  Supreme  Executive  Cpw- 

cil  to  the  General  Jissembfy : 

Gentlemen  : — In  pursuance  of  the  act  of  Assembly  passed  tk 
fourth  day  of  October  last,  Frederick  Augustus  Muhlenberg,  H«t- 
ry  Wynkoop,  Thomas  Hartley,  George  Clymer,  Thomas  Fiti^ 
mons,  Thomas  Scott,  Peter  Muhleuberg,  aud  Daniel  Hiester,  ban 
been  duly  elected  to  represent  this  State  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  and  Edward  Hand,  George  Gibson,  John  Aradt, 
Collinson  Head,  Lawrence  Kcene,  James  Wilson,  James  O^Harii 
David  Grier,  Samuel  Potts  aud  Aleiander  Graydon,  have  been  dnij 
chosen  as  electors  in  behalf  of  this  State  to  ballot  for  a  Presidiil 
and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States. 

No  specific  fund  has  been  asMgned  by  law  for  payment  of  tbe 
allowances  granted  to  disabled  pensioners.  The  Treasurer  hat  hith- 
erto sutii'-fied  such  claims  out  of  the  unappropriated  funds  oi  the 
State,  but  the  immediate  charges  against  those  funds  have  of  btt 
80  greatly  accumulated,  that  it  is  found  improper  to  continae  the 
additional  payments  to  the  pensioners,  more  especially  as  a  dimiDV- 
tion  of  the  said  funds  will  necessarily  be  produced  by  the  operatioa 
of  the  new  governmcut.  If,  therefore,  it  is  intended  that  the  al- 
lowances to  the  corps  of  Invalids  and  to  other  pensioners  of  the 
State  shall  be  continued,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  provision  bf 
law  for  those  purposes. 

The  difficulties  which  frequently  occur  from  the  present  confoKd 
state  of  our  laws,  render  in  our  opinion  a  revision  and  arrangemeat 
of  the  acts  of  General  Assembly  highly  proper. 

Alterations  are  often  made  by  acts  whose  titles  bear  no  reUtioi 
to  the  act  which  is  altered ;  some  acts  have  become  obcelete  firoa 
the  change  or  cessation  of  their  objects,  and  many  have  expired  l^ 
their  own  limitations,  while  the  constant  multiplioatioD  of  supplft' 
ments  has  greatly  increased  the  size  and  perplexity  of  our  code  ot 
laws.     We  aie,  therefore^  of  opinion  that  the  appointment  of  a 
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person  of  competent  legal  talenU  to  digest  and  arrange  them  into 
aik  regular  and  concise  sjstem  will  be  of  great  utility. 

We  are  informed  (hat  manj  industrious  inhabitants  who  are 
CMnscicntioosly  opposed  to  the  test  law,  and  who  consider  it  as 
^iOreatiDg  an  invidious  and  improper  distioction  between  citizen  and 
csitizen,  have  left  the  State,  and  that  maoj  others  of  the  same  opin- 
ion are  preparing  to  follow  them.     While  our  neighbours  arc  giving 
every  encouragement  to  settlers  within  their  boundaries.     The  Le- 
^sliiture  of  Pennsylvania  will  no  doubt  endeavour  to  remove  causes 
of  uueasincss  ou  the  part  of  her  citizens  so  far  at  least  as  is  con- 
sistt.nt  with  the  security  and  reputation  of  the  State* 

As  the  act  of  Assembly  entituled  **  An  Act  for  facilitating  the 
zedomption  of  the  bills  of  credit  emitted  in  the  year  one  thousand  * 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-one,  and  for  redeeming  part  of  the  funded 
debt  of  the  State  by  the  speedy  collection  of  the  arrearages  due  for 
unpatented  lands  which  were  located  before  the  declaration  of  In- 
dependency,'* will  expire  on  the  tenth  day  of  April  next.     We  re- 
commend the  extension  of  that  law  in  the  present  session,  and  sub- 
mit to  the  consideration  of  the  General  Assembly  the  expediency 
of  limiting  the  time  for  receiving  in  the  Land  Ofike,  certificates 
which  have  not  been  given  fur  original  debts  of  this  State. 

The  improvement  of  the  public  roads  being  under  the  considera- 
tion of  the  General  Assembly,  the  late  purchase  of  land  on  the 
aonth  side  of  Lake  Erie  will  naturally  call  their  attention  to  that 
quarter. 

A  communication  between  Presque  Isle,  (which  is  included  in 
(hat  purchase,)  and  the  city  of  Philadelphia  will,  in  our  opinion, 
prove  of  the  greatest  utility  to  the  public. 

That  communication  may  be  best  effected  by  joining  the  heads  of 
the  West  Branch  of  Susquehanna  with  the  sources  of  the  Allegany 
river,  between  which  it  is  said  there  is  a  short  portage ;  the  most 
convenient  portage  from  the  Susquehanna  to  the  Schuylkill  has 
been  thought  by  persons  of  credit  and  information,  to  bo  between 
the  Sweetara  and  Tulpehoccon. 

We  are  informed  that  the  river  Delaware  at  a  very  moderate  ex- 
pence  may  be  made  navigable  to  the  northern  extremity  of  Penn- 
sylvania, by  which  means  an  extensive  country,  at  this  time  con- 
taining many  valuable  settlements  and  hitherto  of  little  use  to  the 
State,  will  be  brought  to  communicate  with  the  capital,  and  afford 
a  considerable  supply  of  those  articles  which  form  the  principal 
staples  of  Pennsylvania. 

Several  petitions  for  the  continuation  of  the  Frankstown  road  to 
Philadelphia  by  the  way  of  Sunbury  and  Reading,  are  herewith 
transmitted.  Many  respectable  citizens  wish  for  a  continuation  of 
the  same  road  by  Huntington  and  down  Juniata;  Council  are  of 
opinion  that  the  roads  proposed  would  be  beneficial  to  the  public. 

The  navigation  of  the  Lehigh  and  the  roads  leading  from  thence 
to  Vescopeck  and  Wyoming,  on  the  East  Branch  of  Susquehanna, 
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ire  also  objects  of  considerable  consequence  to  the  tnde  of  tke 
State. 

A  letter  from  bis  Excellency  Beverly  Randolph,   EFqairCi  in- 
closing a  letter  from  the  Speakers  of  the  Senate  and  Gvuenl  A«- 
tembly  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  with   a  copy  of  the  application- 
■greed  to  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly,  to  be  made  to  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States. 

A  letter  from  Henry  Knox,  Esquire,  Secretary  at  War,  with  tbe 
act  of  Congress  of  the  twelfth  of  August  last,  to  which  it  refers. 
The  petition  of  Ebenezer  Frothingbam,  in  behalf  of  himself  and 
other  officers.  A  representation  from  the  Auctioneers  of  the  cirj 
and  liberties  of  Philadelphia,  relative  to  a  diminution  of  a  braoch 
of  the  public  revenue,  'ilie  report  of  a  Committee  of  Council  ap- 
pointed to  visit  the  jail  of  the  city  and  county  of  I^liiladelpbu.
